An officer of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children yesterday tool: 
beforo .Tu(1l;o Donohuo, the iSupreme Court 
CliamberH, a little i;irl of about nine years 
called Corriiine, wlio i.s alleged to luiv;' 
been " nnlawfnlly exbibitcil, u^e<l iuul 
employed in the vocation, Bervieo and pur- 
poee of dancing, singing and acting at 
divers theaters in this i^tate, and very re- 
cently of the city of Albany." The peti- 
tion on which tbe order of jirn^st w.ns 
baaed set^ forth that Cot iiiiie lui.s tlni.s been 
exbibited by Jennie Kimball, otherwise 
called Jennie FJalierty, wlio is not the 
lawful guardian of the child, nor a lit per- 
son to be intrusted with her education or 
control. It wns the intention of Jenuie 
Kimball to exhibit Corinne at the Metro- 
politan Casino. Such exhibitions, the 
petition says are aeeoinpanied by singing 
and danciii};, recjnire the coiiimittal to 
raeoiory of large portiouHof plays, and are 
greatly detrimental to the child. Corinne's 
parents are both dead^ 

Ei bridge T. G^rry apjieared for the 
Society, and asked that an order should 

be made according the custody of Corinne 
to the Society until the court decided what 
diKposition shonl<l finally l>e made in re- 
gard to her future care and custody. C4. 
L. Kives, on the part of Mrs. Plaherty, 
opposed Mr, Qerry's motion, and declared 
thai it would be literally, committing 
Corinne to priaon. 

The return to the petition, sworn to by 

Mrs. Plihcrty, and her husbaud, Thomas 
Flaherty, denies every material fitatement 
in the petition of the Society, and allej^e.'- 
that Corinne was jriven to Flaherty by lier 
mother, who is still living, and who is 
perfectly satisfied with the care and edu- 
cation which Cdrinnc receives. The 6x 
hibitions referred to in the petition, it is 
stilted, are not accompanied by dancing, 
and the committal to memory of parts of 
operas inipose<i no task upon the eliild, 
but were a source of jileasure to her. 
Corinne was not deprived of advantages 
of proper education ; on the contrary, the 
advantages which she nnjoyed were far 
better than those of the great iTifljority ot 
children. She had regular lessons ever; 
day, her health was excellent, :ui«l >\h 
went out walkingevery jtleasant d.iy w ith 
her maid. She also ha<l a eaniage ami 
poiiiea of her own, w hich she drove con- 
stantly. Mr. Rives also produced a coj y 
of a license permitting Corinne to perform 
in Boston, and the certificate of the }»hysi- 
cian who had attended her from bit lh, in 
which her health is Siiid to be perfect. 

Justice Dontdiue said that it was th<' 
usual eours(^ in su'-h cases to commit tlu' 
child to the custody of the Society until 
a final determination in the case had been 
reached, and that he could find ^6 authori- 
ty for departing from the uliual cburse. 
Mr. Rives then asked Justice Denohut 
to allow either the fo.ster mother or th» 
maid to accompany the child. It was 
nnally decided that the maid should gc 
with Corinne. The examination of wit- 
nesses was then be^un.

Her mamma tJiU'jht her the part. She 
played every Jiight, and somctir es in the 
afternoon, besides. She afterward played 
parts of Cindeiella, Olivette and Mascotto, 
in each of which she sang three rir fonr 
songs. Shi' liad traveled from 1 lalifax to 
Nebraska.

She had a coachman aiid a 
driver. When she sang she frequently re- 
ceived applause, and had been called out 
as often as four times when she sang in 
" Pinafore." She enjoyed singing and 
ap])earing in iniblic ]H>rfont)anc('S.

Six Importuiit Points In Breeding. 

Observation has proved that the follow- 
ing cardinal points in the art of breeding 
have been fairly established : 

1. from the male parent are mainly do- 
rived the external structure, configura- 
tion and outward characteristics, the loco- 
motive peculiarities inclusive. 

2. From the female parent are derived 

the internal structure, the vital organs, 

and in a much greater proportion than 

from the male, the constitution, temper 
and liabits. 

3. That the purer the 'race of the par- 
ent the more certainty there is of trans- 
mitting its qualities to the ofT'snrinor. If 
two aninudsare mated and one is of purer 
de.«^cent than the olhev, he or she will ex- 
ercise the most iiilluence in stiimi>ing the 
character of the oll'spring, particularly if 
the greater purity i^ on the tide of the 
male, if of pure race and descended from 

a stock of uniform color, stamps the color 

of the progeny. 

4. Ai)art from certain iiiHuenees or 
causes, the male, if of pure race and de- 
scended fruui a stock of ui.iform color, 
stiin)[)S the color of the offspring. 

5. The influence of the first male is not 
frequently protracted beyond the birth of 
the ofTspring of which he Is the parent, 

and his mark is left^ upon subsequent 

progeny. 

6. The transmission of diseases of the 
vital organs is more certain if on the side 
of the female, and diseases of the jointa if 
on the side of the male parent
